The products of one are 
mainly commodities whieh the 
other imports. Their develop- 
ment must proceed along radi- 
cally different lines. While Brit- 
ish Columbia contains much fer- 
tile land in its valleys and along 
the coast, it is to mining, manu- 
facturing, fishing and shipping 
that its people must look for the 
largest and probably the earliest 
expansion. Alberta is before all 
else a farming country, and ean- 
not look for an industrial growth 
whieh will relegate agriculture 
to second place at least for gen- 
erations 

There is already, and has lonz 
heen, a considerable and stead 
ily growing inter-change of traf 
fie between the provinces. In the 
late nineties the farmers of A! 
herta found a market for their 
surplus oat crop in the Koote- 
nay, then in the height of the 
silver-lead mining ‘‘hoom’’ and 
they still supply grain, butter. 
eggs and meat to the cities and 
towns of the Pacific province. 
British Columbia in return sends 
to Alberta lumber products, fruit 
and fish, in quantities large en- 
ough to materially affeet its fe 
enomie conditions. As popula 
tion grows on either side of the 
mountain this ‘“swapping”’ of 
products must grow also, and 
the inter-dependence of the pro- 
vinces become correspondingly 
greater. The more Alberta grain 
goes to oversea markets through 
Pacific ports the more will the 
Alberta producer and dealer be 
brought into contact with trad 
ing and shipping interests at 
those ports, and the greater the
